Yes. 

6. — Has the Programme laid down for the Examination of Teachers seeking Promotion 
been adhered to in the preparation of the Questions put before Candidates for aforesaid 
Promotion ? 

Yes. The gentlemen who were charged with the duty of preparing the questions 
were enjoined to have strict regard to the Programme.
